SELF-FED AND TROUGH-FED 
HOGS

In feeding experiments with Berk- 
shire hogs, conducted at the Central 
Experimental Farm, tests have been 
made of the relative merits of self- | 
feeding and trough-feeding. Accord 
ing to the report of the Dominion® 
Animal Husbandman for 1924, in 
these tests the self-fed hogs made the 
Breatest gains, but they consumed 
more feed and cost more per pound 
of gain. They were thicker and 
heavier at the shoulders than the 
trough-fed lots, but the latter pro- 
duecd a more desirable type of bacon 
carcass.

TOO MUCH CLOTHING? 

The doctors are now discovering that women 
who wear abbreviated dresses and gossamer 
stockings are following, perhaps unconsciously, 
the rules of hygiene. Ultra-violet rays, they ex 
plain, have thus a better chance to penetrate the 
skin; an observation which the unscientific lay 
men can confirm without any mental reserva- 
tions. 

That no doubt accounts for the ‘‘bare-foot 
boy’’ being such a tough little nut. Ultra violet 
rays, or any other kind of rays, can penetrate his 
hide with a minimum of interference «lmost any- 
where. And that he is healthy there is no room 
to doubt, The inference seems to be, the less 
clothes the more health. Perhaps the Doukhobors 
are not so crazy as they are supposed to be, 
considering the physiological aspects of the ques- 
tion only. 


EDMONTON FIRST. 

The Dominion Government is to make a test of 
the suitability of McMurray tar sands for paving 
by using this material to surface a public sqjere 
at the Capital. That will gain a good deal of 
publicity for the great northern deposit of this 
ynost useful substance, and may help to interest 
capitalists in its development. But a demonstra- 
tion at that distance cannot be expected to create 
any demand for the tar sands in eastern Canada 
while it is officially declared to be cheaper to use 
Trinidad asphalt in paving streets in Edmonton. 

What is required to startthe utilization of this 
resource is a modification of freight rates which 
would make it available for use on the streets of 
this city at lower cost than imported asphalt. If 
€dmonton cannot use the tar sand because of the 
cost of bringing it here, it is useless to hope that 
cther cities will pay still higher prices for the 
privilege of using it in preference to asphalt from 
cther sources. Edmonton is the place where the 
practicability, of spreading the tar sands on city 
streets will have to be shown, and that cannot be 
shown if and while it costs more to bring the tar 
sands three hundred miles from McMurray than 
to bring asphalt three thousand miles from Trini- 
dad. 


SOME IMMIGRATION FACTS. 

Those who think that Europe is dumping its 
surplus people into the other Dominions in count- 
less swarms while only a smail fraction of the 
migrants come to Canada would do well to ponder 
the figures given to Parliament by Hon. J. A. 
Robb-on Thursday. The Minister of Immigration 
yointed out that while South Africa got 7,568 
immigrants last year, New Zealand 11,061, Aus- 
tralia 38,500—of which 25,000 travelled free, Can- 
ada drew 63,916, of whom only 6,000 were given 
free passage or loaned the price of the tickets. 

Numbers do not tell the whole story by any 
meens in reference to the movement of people. 
While Canada drew more immigrants than all 
the other three Dominions combined, the still 
more important fact was that of those who came 
the great majority were able to come ‘‘on their 
own.’’ In present times and conditions the new- 
comer who has means of his own is peculiarly 
desirable as compared 10 the one who brings noth- 
ing and has to be nelped to get here. The new- 
comers who are able to finance their own trans- 
portation thereby demonstrate that they are the 
kind of people who will be able to take care of 
themselves after they have got here. Those who 
are assisted by the gift or loan of passage money 
may turn out to be equaly self-dependent, but 
there is no way of knowing that before-hand. 


OUR MULTIPLYING BUFFALO. 

Canada’s experiment in buffalo .ranching ‘s 
long past the experimental stage. It is such a 
success that the results have become embarrass- 
ing. The herd has grown beyond the capacities 
of the Wainwright park and it is necessary to 
keep down the increase by slaughter or division. 
As a matter of fact both methods of reduction are 
being employed. Last fall a large number of 
surplus animals were killed, and this week the 
process will begin of shifting two thousand head 
of young stock to the range at Ft. Smith, where 
they will be turned loose to mingle with the wild 
wood buffalo which represents the last band of 
the tribe living outside fences. As the wood 
Luffalo have survived in that self-chosen domain 
without much protection against wolves and 
humans it is to be expected that the immigrants 
will make themselves at home equally and mullti- 
ply as the years pass. 

Canada made a rather daring investment when 
it bought the Pablo herd in Montana about twenty 
years ago. Sentiment rather than commercialism 
dietated the purchase. But it may easily turn out 
that the deal was a good stroke of business, as 
well as one which saved the former monarch of 
the plains from extinction. A good many tour- 
ists come to Wainwright every summer to see th- 
buffalo, who might not otherwise visit this part 
of the West. Their numbers will grow with the 
years, and the profits whieh are indirectly de 
rived from their visits. Nor is it beyond the pos 
sibilities that a trip to the northern range will a 
few years henee become a favorite outing for 
peopie who like to take their holidays in the 
wilds. The journey ean now be made in comfort 
aad with reasonable speed and expense, and the 
prospect of seeing a herd of really wild buffalo 
ut the end of the road should draw a a nsiderab! 
tourist tvaffie into the northland, 


PETERSEN PASSES; PROBLEM REMAINS. 
The death of Sir William Petersen removes 
one of Liritain’s great ship-masters, He spent a 
busy life-time in the shipping business, and 
uwmaased o@ fortune and made a name at it. Sir 
Williata was a firm believer in competition aud 
achieved his suceess by offering to the public 
better serviee than they could get from others for 
‘the woney. He died on the eve of undertaking 
what must heve been the hardest fight he ever 
in the interests of freedom of (rade. 
effect the death of Sir William will have 
upon the plans of the Government to secure con 


hs a a 


trol over Atlantic freight rates remains to be seen. 
The day he died the special committee of Parlia- 
ment brought in its report on the proposed con- 
tract under which he would have run a line of 
steamers between Canada and Britain at rates 
fixed by the Government. The report did not re 
gommend off-hand that the contract be made. But 
it did recommend that Sir William be given a 
chance to show that his plan was workable, afd 
that to demonstrate this he be protected against 
boycotting tactics on the part of the shipping 
conference. 

The committee further found that there is 
needed an investigation of the profits of the 
shipping companies in relation to the rates they 
have been charging. The principle is thus estab- 
lished that the interests of the public cannot be 
served if the combine is left free to fix charges 
to suit itself, and that in one way or another there 
must be public regulation of ocean rates as ther. 
now is of railway rates. The death of Sir Wil 
liam complicates the plan for bringing that prin 
ciple into practise. But it does not bring down 
ocean rates, nor guarantee that these will be kept 
within reason without intervention of the publi: 
authority. The situation which the bonus schem= 
was intended to remedy has yet to be dealt with

Twenty Years Ago 


From the Files of the Daily Bulletin, June 15, 1905 
An unusual and not uninteresting scene took Place 
at the police court Tuesday when the oath was admin- 
istered to Wing Lee, aecording to’the rites and rules 
of the Chinese Empire. Wing is the plaintiff in an 
action in the court to recover certain sums he alleges 
due to him from his partner in a restaurant business 
The ceremony was unique and apparently impres- 
here. 
sive to the men from the Far East, although it hardly 
impresses a Westerner in the same manner. A series 
of hieroglyphics, alleged to have been a Chinese dec- 
laration somewhat similar in meaning and intent to 
the ordinary oath was inscribed on a slip of paper. A 
rooster was then produced and killed by decapitation. 
The paper was then burned and Wing proceeded with 
his story. The “oath” is said to be a declaration that 
if he speaks faisély the witness is willing to die after 
the manner of the unfortunate fowl.

| RATUWAY RATES AND COMMODI.- 


} TY PRICES 


To the Editor, The Edmonton Bulletin 
| Dear Sir;—Col. Arthur F. Hatch, e 
| his presidential address to the convefi- 
tion of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Hamilton, is reported 
by the Canadian Press’ as saying: 
“The transportation situation ts far 
from satisfactory. Under present con- 
ditions there ts not sufficient traffic in 
Canada to enable two great continen- 
tal railway systems to operate with 
financtal success. Consequently they 
are carrying on an expensive competi- 
tion for existing business. The cost of 
railway transportation has not been 
reduced im proportion io the reduction 
of industrial and agricultural produc- 
tion costs, and the present competi- 


tion ds suggested. but it is difficullt to 
see how ft can be practically applied 
sufficiently to reduce both the cost of 
transportation te the public and the 
annual deficits of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways unless a great increase 
in freight and 
be developed 
future.”’ 

Permit me to make some observa- 
tion on the foregoing. It is doubtiess 
true that transportation rates on some 
commodities have not been reduced 
in proporticn to the production costs 
of some agriculture or manufactured 
products. Im the first piace the rall- 
way rate on any commodity did not 
advance during the war boom. in the 
same proportion as the general price 
level of commodities. On some com- 
modities railway rates duting the war 
boom were raised 110 per cent above 
the 1913 rate, but prices of grains 
went up 210 per cent, vegetables 420 
per cent, textile products 228 per 
cent, wood and wood products 205 per 
cent, chemical and allied products 211 
per cent, fron and its produets 161 per 
cent. These proportions are those 
shown by the index numbers of whole- 
sale prices compiled by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statisties 

If we compare averages, we find 
that during 1920 the index number of 
the ‘wholesale prices of 235 commo- 
dities In Canada was 248, or 148 per 
eent above the 1913 average. In 1920 
the average railway freight rate on the 
only fair unit of comparison—that of 
one ton carried one mile—was 41 per 
cent above the 1913 average. In 1921 
average rail freight rates made their 
highest advance—58 per cent above 
the 1913 averawe—or 90 per cent less 
than the highest advance in average 
commodity prices for ane year. 

Some railway rates on some com- 
modities have not come down as they 
probably shoulld have done; but the 
average railway rate today is muck 
nearer the pre war parity that average 
commedity prices. Rail rates on grain 
and flour are the same as before the 
War, and average rail rates are hardly 
30 per cent above the 1913 average, 
while the average wholesale prick of 
236 commodities is; Marc’) of 1925 was 
61.6 per cent above the 1913 average 
and the price of breadstuffs was 99.8 
per cént above the 1913 price. Mr. 
Long, traffic manager of the C.N.R 
states that the average railway freight 
rate in 1923 was 28 per cent above the 
average rate of 1913, and estimates 
that if the railways had been allowed 
toe increase their freight rates in pro- 
portion to the increase of eommodity 
prices, they would have earmed $60,- 
000,000 more than they did. If the C. 
Vv. R. and C.N.R. had ottained an 
average freigirt rate equal to that en- 
jJoyed in the United States raliways in 
1923, they would have earned $55,- 
or to $60,000,000 more than they 
u 

It has been assumed in an applica- 
tion made to the Board of Railway 
Commissioners that railway rates in 
Canada are unduly high because the 
railway workers have been allowed 
excessive increases in wages. A recent 
report of the Dominion Department of 
Labor shows that the average wage 
rate of railway workers has increased 
57.4 per cent above the everage for 
1913; while printers wage rates have 
increased 91.9 per cent; common fac- 
tory labor 83.1 per cent; miscellaneous 
factory tradesmen 97.6 per cent; forest 
workers 83.1 per cent, electric tram- 
way workers 86.4 per cent; metal 
workers 75.5. Yet none of these oc- 
cupations involve risks of life and 
limb such as. steam railway workers 
are subjected to. 

A manufacturer of binders in a 
statement submitted to the Agricul- 
tural committe of the House of Com- 
mons showed that his costs of pro- 
duction and distribution between 1913 
and 1922 had increased as fuilows:
